Dear Licensee, 

On March 26, 2020, Channel 49 Acquisition Corporation (the Licensee), the licensee of 
KTEN(TV), Ada, Oklahoma (Station or KTEN), filed a Request for Modification and Waiver of Phase 
Assignment requesting to modify the post-incentive auction transition phase assigned to the Station in the 
Closing and Channel Reassignment Public Notice from Phase 9 to Phase 10 due to circumstances related 
to the COVID-19 pandemic.1  We grant the Licenseeks request for waiver and modify the Stationks phase 
assignment to Phase 10, as conditioned herein.  

On March 17, 2020, the Commission issued guidance to all repacked stations assigned to Phase 9, 
noting that the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention is closely monitoring an outbreak of 
respiratory illness COVID-19 caused by a novel coronavirus, the World Health Organization classified it 
as a pandemic, and the President declared it a national emergency.  The guidance stated that any station 
scheduled to complete its transition in phase 9 that believes it may be unable to meet the May 1, 2020, 
deadline will be granted a waiver of the phase 9 deadline and reassignment to phase 10, which begins on 
May 2, 2020, and ends on July 3, 2020.2

The AUOQZ_QQk_ request to modify the phase assignment for the Station to transition to its post-
auction channel due to circumstances related to the COVID-19 pandemic satisfies the requirement for a 
waiver pursuant to the March 17, 2020, guidance and is in the public interest.  By moving to Phase 10, 
KTEN will become linked and upstream of KOTV-DT, Tulsa, OK, and must therefore transition at the 
same time as or before KOTV-DT in order to prevent any increased levels of temporary pairwise 
interference beyond two percent.3  As a result, we require that the Licensee notify Griffin Licensing, 
L.L.C., the licensee of KOTV-DT, of this new upstream link and KTEN must coordinate its transition

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with KOTV-DT.4  Staff has confirmed that changing the Stati[Zk_ transition phase to Phase 10 will not 
create any other new linked-station sets or increased temporary pairwise interference beyond two percent.  

Accordingly, we GRANT the Licenseeks Request for Modification and Waiver of Phase 
Assignment and modify the transition phase assignment for the Station from Phase 9 to Phase 10, subject 
to all the commitments made in its waiver request, the requirement to notify and coordinate with KOTV-
DT, and compliance with all other Rules applicable to transitioning stations.5 Absent Commission 
authorization to the contrary, testing on the StatioZk_ \[_`-auction channel may not begin until 12:01 am 
local time on May 2, 2020. The Station is required to cease operating on its pre-auction channel no later 
than 11:59 pm local time on July 3, 2020.6  The Stationk_ construction permit expiration date will also 
be modified to correspond to the new phase completion date set forth in this letter.7
